More B-29s Flying Toward Aggravated Berlin Blockade 


WASHINGTON, July 16 —(/Pi—The Air Fo rce anno unced to day 
that 6 0 B-2 9 s are enro ute to England fo r 
a ‘ sho rt” training v isit 
there. 
The big bombers, comprising two groups, will make the trip over 
two routes, one by way of Labrador and the other via Bermuda. 
In England, USAF officials said, the American formations will 
be guests of the Royal Air Force, using three RAF bases while there. 
While there was no announcement from the Air Force, it was con- 
fidered probable that some of the B-29 s will make training flights 
o ut of England to United States bases in Germany. 


The superfo rtresses are cro ssing the Atlantic in the wake o f the 
American cargo plane fleet recently sent into Germany to fly fo o d 
into So v iet-blo ckaded Berlin. 
The training trip greatly augments U. S. air strength in Euro pe 
at a time when Russia is threatening to slam shut the air co rrido rs 
into the beleaguered German capital. 
Co l. Stanley Wray o f Muncie, Ind.. will be lo cal co mmander o f 
the two gro ups while they are in Euro pe. 
The Russians, meanwhile, no tified the U. S. and Britain 
her 
fighter planes wo uld train in the 20-mile wide corridors to the land 


j blo ckaded city . The western planes flew o n. 
The American military government called the Russian action 
a “brutal starvation blockade” in a broadcast telling Berliners they 
have the right to demand a lifting of the sq ueeze. 
“The civilized world has demonstrated its complete solidarity” 
against the blockade, the broadcast 
said. Russia rejected on Wednes­ 
day demands that the rail, road and barge routes to Berlin be opened. 
Opinion among some western allied authorities in Berlin and the 
Germans was that military action or retaliation only could smash 
the blockade. The Soviet Union was represented in Berlin as having 


killed internatio nal diplo macy in the accepted sense.

o n the Russian model, dominated 
by Co mmunists, and to secure a 
voice in the economic life of 
the Ruhr and the rest o f western 
Germay.

T H E perso n who stutters is un­ 
able to speak freely and evenly . He 
has special difficulty with certain 
sy llables which he may repeat al­ 
mo st endlessly befo re being able to 
link them up with tho se that sho uld 
fo llo w to fo rm a co mplete wo rd o r 
phrase. It is estimated that there 
are at least o ne millio n peo ple in 
the United States who suffer fro m

This is perhaps an evidence o f o ur 
po o r handling o f o ur children be­ 
cause it is pretty well established 
that stutterinr has its ro o ts in emo ­ 
tio nal 
disturbances

childho o d. If the causes o f the child’s 
unhappiness are remo ved and no th­ 
ing is do ne to fix his attentio n o n 
his disability , it usually disappears 
witho ut his ever beco ming co nscio us 
o f the pro blem.

o r disag reements abo ut the child’s 
training , is ano ther cause o f stutter­ 
ing. 


Thus, it is plain that befo re stut­ 
tering can be co rrected, the particu­ 
lar facto r invo lved in a particular 
case must be fo und and eliminated. 
Once parents are persuaded to give 
up their mistaken way *, the child 
usually reg ains his no rmal, free- 
flo wing speech. 


Direct Means 


Of co urse, in o lder children o r in 
adults, where the habit o f stuttering 
has beco me set, this metho d o f treat­ 
ment will no t avail.

I means to develo p no rmal, relaxed 
| speech. Bo th individual and class-

The impo rtant thing fo r parents 
to remember is that the stuttering 
, child sho uld be g iven treatm ent as 
i so o n as the defect develo ps, because 
it can then be co mpletely o verco me.

Ho wever, it 
i must be remembered that when the 
j child first learns to apeak, he may 
stutter because his tho ug hts are 
fo rmed faster than he can express 
them.

Ad- I 
son, senior neuro-surgeon of the 
Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minn., 
explains it:

newspaper, you are bringing into 
use specific areas of your brain. 
Besides these areas, with their 


clear-cut duties, there are "silent 


areas" of the brain with no def­ 


inite responsibilities.

"When tumors 
are 
in 
silent 
areas of the brain, it is possible to 


remove them, even though they 
are cancerous, because a portion 


of the brain may be removed with 


the tumor,” he said. 
Removal 
of benign or simple 


tumors is much easier, he added, 


because they are ball-like and en­ 
closed in a lining. Cancerous tu­ 
mors, in contrast, have roots pene­ 
trating the brain. 
Adson spoke before nearly 750 
physicians

states at the two-dav session of 


the Rocky Mountain Cancer Con­ 
ference here.

plained, and the deficit is madej 
up by body fat. One hundred cal- j 
ories from c a r b o h y d r a t e s— j 
starches 
and 
sugars— take

calories for full use in a diet, and 
IOO from fats take HO. 


Breakfast is substantial, a tv pi - i 
cal one consisting of orange juice, 
a slice of toast, an egg and milk, j 
The purpose is to carry the girls 
through 
the day

they're 
using up energy, to avoid fatigue. I 
Lunch is medium size, and in- i 
eludes 
protein 
from 
meat 
or, 
cheese, milk and fruit or vege- j 
table, sometimes bread. Dinner’s : 
not much larger, except for a low : 
calorie dessert to make it appear 
more like the usual meal. 
Bedtime snacks are encouraged, 
partly to conform to the general 
custom in the dormitory, and also 
to avoid tiredness in the m om -1 
ing.
